WASHINGTON, March 18—Sec- 
retary of State Dulles, in a joint 
statement with Israeli Foreign 


Minister Golda Meir, reaffirmed 
today that the United States 
stands “firmly by its Hopes and 
expectations’’ on developments 
in the Gaza Strip, the Gulf of 
Aqaba and the Suez Canal. . 

This did not answer the ques- 
tion which Mrs. Meir flew here 
to ask. She wanted to know what 
the United States was doing and 
was planning to do to honor the 
moral commitment it had as- 
sumed—as the Israelis under- 
stand it—to do two things: To 
try to prevent the return of the 
Egyptians to the Gaza Strip, and 
to try to ensure Israeli right of 
free passage through the Suez 
Canal and the Gulf of Aqaba.

This seemed to be 
assured yesterday with numerous candi- 
dates for various offices qualifying . to 
offer their services to the community. 
Many others are expected to qualify be- 
fore deadline Saturday.

More and more evidence piles up that 
Jekyll is a very real asset and can be- 
come another Daytona Beach in revenue 
and recreational values if State Audi- 
tor Thrasher’s proposals are followed so 
as to provide income and management. 
Mr. Dykes, who rushed in and got an ex- 
clusive lease, can be left alone with it— 
if, of course, he pays his rent. But there 
is no reason why the state should not 
build, for operation or lease, modern mo- 
tels along the beach. 

The Dykes properties would attract 
some trade, but the people want to play 
and live close by the beach. The state 
has a natural here if it can make up its 
mind to cease playing politics and mak- 
ing a “patronage’”’ thing of Jekyll. 

The governor isn’t going to be able 
to drown this cat until he does just that. 
There will be fat cats there until Jekyll 
is operated like a business.

Flames of Revolt! 


WASHINGTON—Question: ‘‘In a recent column 
you stated that there were two conditions Moscow 
will require Poland to meet to escape being brought 
back under the iron hand of. Soviet rule: 


‘Communist system’; (2) It must respect the Warsaw Pact permitting 
Red army forces in Poland. Under these circumstances how can it be 
in America’s interest to give the Polish government economic aid?’’ 


Answer. The objective of the 
U.S. government is not merely 
“‘containment,”’ not just holding 
the line against the expansion of 
Soviet rule. The objective is liber- 
ation of those satellite peoples who 
have the will to freedom. 


Let’s be frank with ourselves 
about this policy of ‘“‘liberation.”’ 
We are not going to provoke World 
War III by sending American 
arms or troops to help a satellite 
throw off its Soviet rulers. The 
United States neither abetted the 
Polish or Hungarian revolutions 
nor promised military aid. 

There are peaceful methods of 
helping liberation. Economic aid is 
one of these methods. 


There are powerful and anti- 
Soviet, profreedom forces loose in 
Poland today. If these forces can 
be nourished it is wholly possible 
that they carry the largest, the 
most formidable satellite into the 
zone of full scale independence. 

There’s much more independence 
and more personal freedom in Po- 
land today than in the completely 
non-Soviet Communist state of Yu- 
goslavia. 

The strength of the new Polish 
regime rests upon the remarkable 
alliance between two Polish patri- 
ots who were both imprisoned by 
the Stalinists. They are Premier 
Wladyslaw Gomulka and Stefan 
Wyszynski, Poland’s Roman Catho- 
lic primate.

In their unsuccessful fight to 
get the jury trial amendment 
through, the Southerners pointed 
out that all persons charged with 
contempt of a federal court now 
have the right to demand a jury 
trial except when the United 
States Government is a party to 
the case. 

And even when the U.S. is a 
party to the suit, the South- 
erners argued, Congress has 
guaranteed the right of trial by 
jury to organized labor. 

“When this bill reaches the 
floor of the House,”’ Forrester 
said, ‘‘you can be certain that 
we will see to it that the House 
shall be informed as to the rights 
of the people that the proponents 
of this bill are asking to be sur- 
rendered.

“‘Miss Edna’’—really Edna Cain Daniel—died last month after 
building a national reputation as editor and publisher of the little 
south Georgia paper. She was a fearless editor and a gingery 
writer who never put down a dull uninteresting word in all the 
years she wrote of plain, everyday occurrences and simple, un- 
pretentious people.

Last 
week there was a note “To Our Readers’ which I think would 
please Mise Edna very much. 


It says: ‘‘The observant reader has probably noticed there 
change in the masthead on the editorial page of the 
Press since the death two weeks ago of our beloved boss- 
Edna Cain Daniel, who for more than 50 years was editor 
publisher of the Quitman Free Press. 


“Failure to change the masthead is not a result of careless- 
ness on our part. We will eventually get around to changing it, 
but for the present we know you will feel as we do that although 
she is gone from us for a little while her valiant spirit is still with 
us and will guide us from afar. 


“‘We like to think she is off on a visit and will pop in the 
office one day, patting us on the back for a job well done or 
giving us down-the-country if we have not kept up the paper’s 
reputation as a forthright, fearless and completely honest pub- 
lication. 

“As a matter of fact, the ownership of the Free Press has 
never changed. It has always been owned by its readers. It is true 
that the editor was on hand to pay the taxes and meet the bill 
collectors, but the Free Press has long been the servant of its 
readers and we intend to keep it this way. The motto on the front 
page has always read ‘Non Sibi, Sed Aliis’—not for ourselves but 
for others.

Few of Georgia’s 159 counties have as yet enjoyed 
enough industrial growth to counterbalance the economic 
drain of declining farm income and population. 

Cobb County, therefore, will get little sympathy from other 
parts of Georgia in its renewed efforts to attract new industrial 
citizens.

These and other commercial additions have followed vast (and 
continuing) population and housing booms that find Cobb with an 
estimated 110,000 residents and some 27,000 dwellings now—about 
85 per cent of which are owner-occupied. 


And Cobb’s population is expected to hit 200,000 by 1965. 

So far, so good—thanks largely to the establishment of the 
aircraft plant during World War I. '

Most counties enjoy a substantially broadened tax base when 
they grow industrially, thus taking some of the burden of providing 
more services off the shoulders of home owners.

Onus on Residential Property Owners 


Still, residential property owners paid the biggest part of the 
county’s 1956 tax take of more than $2,200,000, according to Tax 
Commissioner James Berry. 


He said the biggest non-residential tax payers—12 utility and 
railroad firms operating in the county—paid about $500,000 last 
year, while small industries paid about $250,000. 


The county now has some 44,000 accounts on its tax books, com- 
pared to 12,000 in 1949, and the tax digest rose from about $25 mil- 
lion in 1950 to $60 million at present. 

But, says Berry, nearly all the increase was residential. 


He added that if Lockheed owned the aircraft plant, it would 
support the county by itself (assuming the property and equipment 
would be valued at the original cost of $50-$60 million). 


The county is counting on more help from Lockheed (which 
paid an intangibles tax of about $43,000 last year) when the company 
builds a $7.5-million engineering center near the present plant to 
direct the nuclear project at Dawsonville. 

But Cobb feels it must have other small and medium-sized 
plants to broaden its tax base.

By way of comparison, the average Metropolitan Atlanta manu- 
facturing worker received $1.86 an hour during January, and Man- 
ner says new industry in his county will have no trouble hiring 
workers at hourly rates from $1.75 to $1.95. 


His contention that Lockheed does not completely dominate the 
Cobb area labor market is supported by the Georgia Labor Depart- 
ment’s estimate that the area can supply 8,000 to 10,000 new jobs, 
primarily with women and persons now working on farms. 


He also points out that employment turnover at Lockheed (in- 
cluding voluntary terminations as well as layoffs), which averaged 
about 80 workers a week in 1956, provides a pool of skilled workers 
for new industrial jobs. 


Cushion Against Aircraft Fluctuations 


Private economic analysts in Atlanta understand Cobb’s deter- 
mination to broaden its tax base with new plants, which also would 
cushion the county against the sometimes volatile fluctuations which 
characterize the aircraft industry. 


But they believe the economic dominance of the massive 4ir- 
craft facility will continue to limit new industries there ‘‘for at least 
five or six years,’’ by which time they expect the present supply of 
other Atlanta area sites will be exhausted. 


Meanwhile, Cobb’s industrial salesmen aren’t content to wait 
for that day. They’re counting on new planning and economic stud- 
ies, coupled with promotional efforts, to build up the odds in their

On the basis of the mail we've seen recently, a surprising 
stors need a good answer to that one. 
the investor who asked us to 
review his portfolio consisting of 31 different stocks 
worth less than $20,000 all told. 

He owned six shares of one stock, eight shares of an- 
other, fourteen of a third, and so on up to a maximum 
holding of forty-three shares in one issue. 

How any individual can give all the attention he 
should to that many different companies—is beyond us. 

Or why he should want to, when the same amount 
of money invested in half as many stocks might really 
give him a much better chance of 
achieving his investment ob jectives, besides. 

If you own stocks, or plan to buy them, we suggest 
that as a rough rule of thumb you accumulate at least 
$500 worth of one stock before buying a second. If you 
own a number of stocks, no one of them should repre- 
sent much more than five per cent of your total invest- 
ment—no one industry much more than ten. 

As we said, that’s just a rough rule of thumb. 

But if you feel that you may be over-diversified your- 
self, if you’d like to know just how many stocks we think 
wn—and which ones—simply ask. 
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
